The civil law makes 
the slave i)roj)crtj ; it gives the master jiower lo 
retain bini oulj- bcc;iu".e ho is hi;- proj)crty, and 
iJie moment he ceases to be bis property he is 
free. This tenure is in itsoK' unjust, and ctuniot 
be made right l)y ;:-oo!i m(!!.;v< -'.
